Few 
But Their Missions 
Are 


Mighty important— Chief Executive 


Often Visits the Departments.

Washington.— President 
Wilson 
Is 
frying to rest In the midst of work. 
It 
Is said that he knows how to do It. 
The president gets his recreation be­ 
fore a great muoy people have hud 
their breakfasts. 
It does not follow 
that because congress has adjourned 
this city is In any way a restful place. 
Wur Is on nnd everybody connected 
w ith the governm ent from president 
down to office boy has to work. 
Early every day, in fact at tim es be­ 
fore the sun gets its first daily peep 
at the Potomac, the president of the 
United States Is off for the golf links. 
He plays no favorites so far as the 
various country clubs are concerned. 
He goes first to one nnd then to an ­ 
other, and com pletes the round in 
about a w eek’s time. 
By half past 
eight o’clock, or by nine at the latest, 
he is hack at the W hite House to take 
up th e m ultitudinous affairs which In 
a tim e like this beset the head of gov­ 
ernment, 
Th** White House today outw ardly 
floes not look like a workshop hut In­ 
wardly It Is a whirl. 
All the gatdc 
but one have been closed and this one 
Is In a semi-sequestered pluce so that 
the goings and comings through It are 
not noted by th** ordinary passerby. 
The path Is being worn deeply, how­ 
ever, by the feet of officials and others 
who come nnd go dally. 


Often Visits the Departments. 
Every day or two th** president fol­ 
lows the old time presidential habit, a 
particularly nrnrked habit In Lincoln’s 
lay. of visiting the different d epart­ 
ments of government In order to con­ 
fer with the chieftains nnd to lettrn 
fit first hand Just how the work Is pro­ 
gressing. 
Some of the Interior hall­ 
ways of the departm ent buildings are 
la rk , or “twilight lighted" at th** best, 
and so It Is th at the president fre­ 
quently walks through the corridors 
unrecognised by the messengers oc­ 
cupying chairs outside 
the 
various 
rooms, and not Infrequently by army 
intl navy otfir«*rs who go by him in the 
Roaming taking him to be only one of 
th** thousand civilians who daily go 
to lh** departm ents on business bent. 
Every morning in the office of .To- 
seph I*. Tum ulty, 
secretary 
to 
the 
president, there Is prepared a list of 
lh** visitors who on that day have ap­ 
pointm ents with the president. 
The 
list always Is a short v/®**, and It can 
he taken for granted that on It ap­ 
pears the nam e of no visitor who has 
not business of high Importance with 
th** chief executive. 
Occasionally one man will go to th** 
p re sid e n ts study and stay there for 
several hours. 
Frequently the public 
Is not allowed to know anything at all 
concerning the n atu re of th** business 
which brings about th** conference. It 
Is kilo WD, however, that within th** 
quiet of the W hite House during Hu- 
last few m onths scores of m atters vital 
to the welfare of th** American people 
have been discussed, form ulated Into 
|K)licieii and carried Into effect. 
Th** short list of visitors’ names 
never contains those of the cabinet of­ 
ficers or of other high officials of gov­ 
ernm ent who have business with the 
president. 
Th** secretary of state, or 
any of his colleagues who univ find 
It necessary to confer quickly with th** 
chief executive, cnlis up the W hite 
House by telephone and m akes ar­ 
rangem ents for the conference. 
Any­ 
thing which the president ha* In hand, 
unless it Is of the surpassingly im­ 
portant nature, Is put aside at once 
in order to give time and place to a 
conference with members of the offi­ 
cial family. 


Not So Strenuous as T. R 
It is said that 
President 
Wilson 
rests while getting his recreation. This 
wa* the way with one of his predeces­ 
sors in office, but Mr. Wilson, unlike 
Colonel Roosevelt, takes to h rath er 
quiet form of exercise. 
When the col­ 
onel was president he got his rest by 
boxing, playing tennis, or by putting a 
horse over a five-barred gate, and then 
making a forced m arch horseback Into 
th** country, or, as was more frequent­ 
ly the case. taking a ten mile tram p in 
the course of which ho would scale the 
cliffs of Rock Creek Park and fre­ 
quently wado or swim Rock Creek no 
m utter what the temiK*ruture of the 
water. 
It is true though that Woodrow Wil­ 
son rests in one w ay just aa Theodore 
Roosevelt did. 
When he gets the op- 
(Kjrtuultles. even though they art* only 
of a few m inutes’ duration, lie takes 
up a book and today almost always 
one which bears upon m atters of mo­ 
mentous Issue. 
Reading, it is said, is 
restful to the president even lf he 
must concentrate while he reads. 
On Sunday Woodrow Wilson does 
not play golfl 
Ile goes to church with 
his wife like other good American hits 
bands, or on some occasions his wife 
goes with him. the order of thta nm 
ccdurv depending upon whether the 
r h u t i i attended Is an Episcopalian or 
a Presbyterian church.

ts a Presbyterian while his wife is an 
bg.

Postage Rates Increased, Insurance 
is Taxed, Five Cent Telephone 
Charge Added 


FIVE (ENT TAX ON TELEGRAMS 


December I, 1917. War Stamp Taxes 
Take Effect Covering Almost 
Innumerable Subjects 


The American people 
are 
today 
taking up in earnest the pavm *ni of 
the tax burdens imposed by reason of 
th e 
n a t i o n s 
participation 
in 
the 
woHii war. 
Many of the taxes have been retro­ 
active in natu re - th a t 
is. 
income 
taxes imposed by the late act of con­ 
gress are for the calendar year 1917. 
Liquor taxes took effect 
from 
the 
date of passage of the act. 
H o w ­ 
ever, m any of the taxes took effect 
and became payable early in Novem 
ber and am ong them are the follow­ 
ing: 
Postage rates, first class, are raised 
one cent. 
That is, a lette r requires 
three cents postage and postal cards 
two cents. 
One 
cent 
letters 
and 
cards are a thing of the past. 
Drop 
letters contin ue at two cents. 
Another tax which will be seri­ 
ously felt is one of Ave cents on all 
long distance telephone calls where 
th e charge is 15 cents or more, and 
th e same charge on telegrams. 
A tax of one cent on each 20 c^nts 
charged for express tran sp o rtatio n is 
also levied, and a tax of IO per cent 
is Axed for payment by those using 
sleeping cars or parlor cars. 
E ig h t per cent must be paid on re ­ 
ceipts of passengers carried by motor 
in competition with

carriers where the charge is 35 cents 
or more. 
Taxes are also levied on insurance 
policies. 
Fire, m arine and casualty
